Trailing his <>piK>m‘nts 
Ihdiy Spanker came awa.v when called on in the 
stretch to win as his rider phrased hy four lengths. 
Cleiiech<» was aluKtst as easily better than ,Mo<m- 
siiine.

<*!ose. In this race Percentage was the one chosen 
on what he had shown at Pimlico. There is small 
doubi but he was lM*st. hut when two fences from 
.he tinish he fell and Waterspeed, which had Ikmui 
se.-oinl throughout, was first home, tinmgh she was 
sent to ;i drive to fK*at out St. Nick, which finished 
xer.r res<ilutely. Murilla. the only other starter, 

had fallen in the second turn of the course, hut was 
|•emount«‘d and finished for the .short end of the 
purse. 

Sally Preston UK*k the six and a half furlongs 
for fillies and mares, rather easily after Handzarra 
had led well into tije stretch. In this race Cressiua 
was the one chosen, hut she was very badly ridden 
by lh>ruer aud at no time reached a contending 
position. Comedienne racing to second place, with 
'I'artar Maid third. 

WellKiurne was easily best after several scratches 
in the mile and a furlong handicap, and. trail- 
ing to the stretch, came away to win with some- 
thing to spare from Smiling Toni and Agile. 

.\t the end of the program Sainesaw, one that 
hail only started once liefore since the New Orleans 
meetings, won easily from a field of maiden fillies 
and geldings. In this race Lady Corinne, the favor- 
ite. »*oiild onl.v roach third place. 

Lcorge Rides, whose ring actions have brought 
alKoit his suspension from making book, will prob- 
ably Ik* denied tlie privileges of tlie track tomorrow. 
Tin* nilltig was not announied, but from an authori-

Jii behalf of the Coney Island .lockey Club it is 
nlv<*ii out that the Sulmrban of 1008 will be of the 
gimratiteed value of $25,tKH), a raise of $.7,00t) over 
Ibis year’s value. The Brooklyn Jockey Chib will 
follow suit aud make the Brooklyn Handicap a 
fj*2.7.000 stake also. The Coney Island Jockey (.’Inn 
will tiiulerially increase the value of a number of 
its other stakes also and it is quite probable this 
example will Ik? follow€*d all along the line of local 
racing organizations. 

It is reiKirted that the H. B. Ditryea horses 
bought in at the Fasig Tipton sale last Saturday, 
together with Dreamer and Ren Ran, will be sent 
to .New Orleans for a winter campaign, a new de- 
parture for Duryea.

Gives Details of Betting System to Prevail 
at New Orleans. 

New Orleans. La., Noveuilier 0. — The entries to 
the stakes offered by the Crescent t;ity and City 
Park .Tockey Clulis closed toila.v and will be an- 
nonneed in a few days. The executive committee 
of the City Park Jockey Club held an informal meet- 
ing totlay. with S. F. Heaslip presiding, for the 
purpose of shaping matters for presentation lo tlie 
annual meeting of stockholders to he held Mon- 
day. After the meeting adjourned. Matt .1. WImi. 
who will he general manager of both tracks this 
winter, said: 

“I came here, not to find places for any of my 
friends, Imt to obtain tlie best re.siilts possible 
in the advancement and elevation of local rneing. 
working loyally and harmoniously wi ll such .a staff 
as might l*e furnished me hy rhe local directors. 
Ir. is llie same way regarding the prospective policy 
of the clubs. I shall lie glad to give my views 
to the local directors, and then carry out whatever 
policy they made decide upon. The local directors 
met me this afternoon, and we talked matters over 
in an informal fashion, bnt at least some features 
of the iHilley which we sliall probably pursue were 
fairly w«*ll crystaiized. 

••Ill the matter of .hookmaking I think we shall 
adopt a slight mollification of the plan pursued In 
the east. \Ve shall do awa.v with the big Ixiards 
and the high stands, and adopt the stools or benches 
instead. We shall not, however, pay off h.v the 
badge numbers, as the.v do in the east, not for tlie 
present, at all events, but :he bookmakers will Issii* 
the tirkets just as the lKM>kmakers do in the west 
and pay off on these tickets just as western book- 
makers noiv do. 1 think this will he found a much 
quieter and more unostentatious .«systeni than we 
have lieeti pursuing in tlie west. Ea<*h liookmaker 
can make his own prices on the small slate, which 
he holds in his hand, and he may make a shorter 
or longer price than his neighbor, just as he sees i 
fit. NolKMly can guy him aU>ut tiie prices he is 
laying, and as bettors are going down the line 
they can pick out the prices which suit them an<l 
place their money without any noise or fuss about 
it. 

“Then, again, there are big books and small 
books, books which camiot stand for more than 
a $.70 bet on a certain horse, and books which can 
afford to take $.700 on the same horse. The big 
speculators naturally will take the book which will 
take all the money he desires to l>»*t, even though 
the price may be a trifle shorter, while the light 
siK'cuIator will go to the small book, which is 
being ‘rounded up,’ because it may give him a 
shade better ixlds. Besides this, we have decided to 
make the ring considerably less costly to the 
lKH>kinaker than formerly. We shall charge only 
$1.7 a race, and that charge will be made to include 
ever.v line of service and information, so that on 
a six-race program the liookniaker’s total fees will 
only amount to $90 a day. This, of cour.se, will 
enable the bookmaker to lay better odds, and the 
siieeulators will be given better value for their 
money in the matter of prices. 

“Another innovation U|k>ii which we were all 
agreed this afternoon was the elimination of the 
graiid.staud messengers. In common with many 
thoughtful turfmen I believe that betting by women 
is one of the most serious menaces to racing, and 
1 was glad to find the local track directors in full 
accord with me on this question. We shall not 
try to prevent women from betting, but we shall 
offer them no facilities foi* doing so. Ladies who 
wish to make trifling investments can do so through 
their escorts or their friends, but the clubs will 
take no responsibilities in the matter and no one 
will Ik* permitted to wear a badge indicating that 
the club has anything to do with him. We shall 
be glad to see large crowds of ladies in our grand- 
stands, hilt we would rather have mme of their 
custom in the betting ring. There are but few of 
the gentler sex who know enotigli aliout racing 
to bet intelligently and protect their interests, and 
we would rather see them enjoy the sport as tliey 
enjoy an.v other out-of-door sport, simply as in- 
terested spectators, but with none of the unwhole- 
some fever of sp<*culation. Racing is a grand sport, 
and no lady can he hurt by it if she will only 
leave the betting end of it alone. 

“Our iK>licy will be to give sport worth witness- 
ing. and to that end our program will be designed 
to bring out the liest class of horses as often as 
possible. 1 found this afternoon that the local 
directors had what 1 regard as sound and whole- 
some views on this subject. They feel that good 
racing by good horses will do vastly more to ele- 
vate the sport than what are termed ‘bookmakers’ 
races,’ which means evenly balanced fields of 
such low platers that tlie speculator is set guessing, 
ever.v animal In the race being sure to command 
something of a folllowing. I would rather see some 
ver.v one-sided races which should show to the public 
reall.v high-class horses than these scrambles among 
no account brutes of no class at all. 

“Now I would like to make It very clear that I 
am not here as an Interloper seeking to find places 
for my personal friends. I shall not make a single 
appointment, leaving all that to the local directors, 
under whose supervision 1 expect to work. I have 
absolutely no ax to grind, and my only desire is 
to elevate the sport as best I can. and I may add 
tliat with the assured co-operation of the local 
directews, and the goo<l will of the horse owners. 

1 east and west, 1 hope to see much done along these 
lines. 

“T am glad to say that we are receiving sup- 
port from some of the most prominent horsemen 
east aud west. Hitherto we have never had an 
eastern contingent of more than 200 horses, but 
this season we have stalls booked for over COO 
horses. In the west, too, we have the backing of 
the most prominent turfmen, gentlemen of social 
' and business standing whose friendship cannot fail 
to do much to give tone to local racing.” 



Building and Track Approaching Completion 
and Entries Flowing In. 

I.K 1 S Angeles, Cal.. November 7. — The work of 
construct iiig the grandstand and other buildings 
at Santa Anita Park is progressing rapidly, and 
contractor Allen says everything will be in readi- 
ness for raeing Thaiik.«;giving day unless rainy 
weather should .set in aud stop the work. All of 
the iron needed to finish the grandstand is already 
on the groniul and being rapidly put in place. All 
of the track grading has been completed and teams 
are now bringing in the silt, which is being used as 
a top dressing to the depth of two feet. The wire 
feme inclosing the grounds is partly up and gm*s 
to point the completion of the plant at an early 
date on a magnificent scale. The cement floor of 
the paddock has hi*en laid and the cement walls are 
now being erected. The grandstand is so built 
that every inch of tlie track can Ik* viewed from 
any part of the structure. Tlie hulldiug of the 
spur lilies hy the trolley lines and the Southern 
Pacillc Railroad is lieing pushed in leaps and hounds 
and everything in tl;e way of miKlerii transportation 
facilities will be Installed hy these companies for 
tlie ooiivenioiice of the visitor to the track. 

(ieorge Rose has left for San Francisco, where he 
will interest horsemen at Oakland to make entries 
to the Santa Anita stakes, which close next Tues- 
day. Nominations have already been received by 
the association from A. R. Hamilton, R. F. Car- 
man. \Yalter Bennett, F. J. Kelly, James Curl. 
\Yilliam \Yalker. C. C. Ricks, W. P. Fine, V. Z. 
Dp Arman, J. J. Walsh ami J. R. Dunn and the 
Paulsen Stable. Others are being received in every 
mail. A mimlier of applications for concessions 
at tlie track liave also been receiv«*d and the grant- 
ing of the.se privileges will be passed upon at a 
meeting to he held next wc?ek. 

JACK NUN^ALLY NOT A NOVICE. 

Jack Nimiially. the unexpected winner of the 
Opening Handicap at Oakland was not a racing 
novice, although an unknown to the patrons of the 
big Oakland track. He won lour races at the 
Butte meeting, was second in one and unplaced in 
one. a very gooil record for six races. All were 
at sprinting distances. The longest was a six fur- 
longs dash July 13, in which, carrying 107 ixiunds 
to 100 on Columbia Girl, the latter beat him out 
hy a head in Geminell being third and Sharp 

Roy and Dollie Dollars unplaced. The race in which 
he was uiiphu'ed was a dash of five furlongs, run 
July 2.7. He had up 114 iMHinds and was fourth to 
Rhigg, 11.7. Gemuiell, 100 and The Rear, 101, in 
1 :0OL it being hut a matter of heads between the 
four. 

His first Sturt at Butte was at five furlongs, July 
0, aud he won in a canter from Sharper Bawn, Ar- 
rowiiiaker and four more in 1:02L carrying 113 
jiounds. July 17, in one of the three furlongs sprints, 
always marking the Butte program, he won from 
The Rear, Native Son, Nettie Hicks and Forty-four 
in :;G1. July 27, at five furlongs, he defeated Native 
Son, Annie Scott, Sir Brillar and three more in l:0li- 
and won at four and half furlongs. August 10. 
from Gemniell, Sevenfull, Brush Up, Native Son 
and Wade Hampton. What he may have done at 
niiiior unrec-ognized meetings, if anything, is not 
a matter of record, but his Butte record was sutfi- 
cieiit to make him out to be a speedy colt at least. 
His success in the Opening Handicap may have been 
somewhat fluky, but allowing for that, it is still evi- 
dent that he is a colt of more than average excel- 
lence and likely to win more gixsl races in the 
course of the winter camiiaigii.

She is the daughter 
of “Dad” Quick, who was a well-known horseman 
several years ago.

temporarily relegated to the shelf. Mi-elbk. though 
opjMKsed to an extremely nuHlerate lot of which 
Fleming was the best, receded steadily and miae- 
countably in the betting from 7 to lo o|M*ning to 
9 lo .7, cli»sing finally at 17 to 10. rarman’s selling 
plater, on the other hand. cl*»sed at 11 to lo. 
hacked down from 2 to 1 under a tn*mi*nilous plunge. 
As was to he exp<*eieil. the juvenile rnnner-np on 
two occasions to Colin and Uncle, was not called 
upon for a real effort to defeat this kind and in- 
cidentally lower the traik record for the Futurity

BOOKMAKER BOLES IS BELLIGERENT. 

The elimination of George Boles from the list of 
eastern Iniokmakers is still a topic of much di.s<*ns- 
sion and surmise In eastern turf circles, ami rumor 
has it that he is disposed to bring damage suits. 
Although not so mneh h<*ard of as some other lio«>k- 
makers, until lately, it is apparent he was a heavy 
opera t<»r, and the Sun says of him and his case: 
“Boles has been operating for several years on n 
big scale. .\t one time he had as iimnj* as six IsMiks 
on, hacked with his bankroll. His brothers said 
that Boles had cinched the game in siicli a way 
that, pursuing legitimate methods, he was able ti» 
beat the races with remarkable persistency. It is 
asserted that within the last two years Boles and 
his brothers have won enough to buy half flu* 
town of Greenwich, (’onn. In Boles’ employ are 
seventy men. including sheet writers, ca.shiers. 
outside men, dockers and handicappers. to each of 
whom he has been paying $1.3 a day. With a daily 
exiK*nse item of alioiit $900 a day it can be easily 
imagined on what a scale Boles has been operar- 
Ing. 

“Those who attended the meeting of the ‘Mets.* 
said that there were stormy proceedings; that 
Boles flung his button on the table and accused the 
members of disloyalty to him; that he said he hail 
been a member of the organization since its incep- 
tion, and that he defied anybody to prove that lie 
had done wrong; that the request to have him witli- 
draw was the result of a plot cooked up hy several 
alleged enemies, and that Boles finally not o«Lv 
threatened to bring suit for damages to the extent 
of $100,000, but also stated that through the aid 
of a well-known Westchester politician he intendeil 
to see what he could do at Albany next spring to 
break up racing in this state. Bookmakers of 
prominence were divided in their opinion as to the 
treatment of Boles. 'Fhe whole affair has caused 
no end of gossip, with countless rumors as to the 
probable reason for the bookmaker’s present dil- 
emma.” 

PRAISE FOR JOHNNY EDWARDS. 

Baltimore, Md., November 10. — Johnny Edwards, 
the best two-year old shown at the Baltimore meet- 
ing. beat a much better field F’riday than on the oc- 
casion of his other victory at Pimlico and iierfonned 
the feat just as easily. In neither of these has he 
been extended, in fact he is not now witliin twenty 
pounds of his best form. This colt, unless all signs 
fail, will lieat nearly everything of his age in Uali- 
fornia. He was shipped to Los Angeles Monday 
in charge of James Boden and will be handlinl care- 
fully with a view to having him fresh for the New 
York tracks in the spring. 

Johnny Edwards is a typical Kingston and looks 
more like the old horse than anything he has ever 
sent to the races. He is perfection In conforma- 
tion and perfect in health, as he always has been 
since he was fojiled. When ranged alongside of 
him other tw’o-j*ear-olds look coarse and leggy. Such 
a good lo(»king youngster as Braggadocio appeared 
cheap beside him.
